Diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs,  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia, 
and  Pleurisy,  caused  45  deaths,  as  against  87  for  1899.  The 
deaths  from  Phthisis  numbered  31,  which  is  8  more  than  in 
1899,  and  there  were  10  deaths  from  Tubercular  diseases  other 
than  Phitisis. 

Cancer  caused  5  deaths,  and  to  Marasmus  and  Atrophy 
were  attributed  4  deaths,  14  to  premature  birth,  and  15  to 
congenital  debility.

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INQUESTS. 

The  number  of  Inquests  held  during  the  year  was  9.  To 
accidental  injuries  8  deaths  were  attributed,  and  1  to  excessive 
drinking. 

HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  4  cases  were  treated  in  the  temporary 
Hospital. 

Plans  for  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  have  been  laid 
before  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  are  now  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a  high  death-rate  has  to  be  recorded 
for  the  year.  The  greatest  mortality  occured  in  the  early 
spring  and  in  the  beginning  of  winter.  And  its  cause  in  the 
first  case  was  Influenza  and  its  accompanying  ailments  of  the 
chest.  In  the  second  case  an  e})idemic  of  measles  sufficed  to 
raise  the  death-rate  to  the  extent  of  1’26  per  thousand,  and 
again  exemplified  the  deadly  character  of  this  disease  in 
Southwick.  During  the  other  months  of  the  year  there  was 
less  than  the  usual  fluctuation  observable  in  the  death-rate, 
which  maintained  a  high  average,  due  however  to  diseases  other 
than  those  characterised  as  preventable. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  was  much 
smaller  than  those  recorded  for  some  years. 

Conditions  likely  to  breed  disease  prevail  to  a  marked  ex¬ 
tent  in  Low  Southwick,  where  families  are  crowded  together 
in  tenemented  houses.  The  open  midden  is  the  main  type 
of  receptacle  for  refuse.  But  during  the  past  year  much  has 
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been  done  in  substituting  ash-closets  for  the  open  pit,  forty- 
four  of  the  most  objectionable  having  been  reconstructed.  The 
state  of  the  back-streets  in  Low  South  wick  is  most  unsatisfactory. 
These  ought  to  be  maintained  in  good  order,  for  on  them  are 
deposited  the  contents  of  the  middens,  and  when  the  mass 
is  carted  away  the  street  remains  polluted,  and  even  the  use 
of  the  hose-pipe  would  fail  to  cleanse  it.  There  has  been 
prepared  by  your  Council  a  long  list  of  streets,  numbering  49, 
which  it  is  proposed  to  pave.  The  back-streets  in  Low  South- 
wick  urgently  need  attention. 

Your  Health  Committee  have  under  consideration  a  scheme 
for  the  erection  of  a  Slaughter  House,  plans  having  already 
been  before  you. 

A  plan  for  a  Public  Mortuary  has  been  prepared  and  is  now 
under  the  consideration  of  one  of  your  committees. 

The  main  sewer  at  Scott’s  Bank  has  been  diverted  and  re¬ 
constructed  through  Messrs.  Thompson’s  Shipyard. 

Sewers  have  been  laid  in  Clarence  Street,  Broadsheath 
Terrace,  Park  Terrace,  John  Street,  Trinity  Street,  Grosvenor 
Street,  James  Street,  Laura  Street,  and  Avondale  Terrace. 
The  low-lying  land  west  of  Carley  Place  has  been  drained  into 
the  public  sewer  in  James  Armitage  Street. 

The  butchers,  fishmongers,  and  similar  tradesmen  are  adopt¬ 
ing  the  recommendation  of  your  Council,  and  providing  sealed 
sanitary  bins  for  the  reception  of  their  trade  refuse 

The  Well  at  the  Cemetery  Lodge  has  been  closed  owing  to 
its  liability  to  being  contaminated  by  surface  drainage,  and  a 
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supply  of  water  provided  from  the  Water  Company.
